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INTRODUCTION. 


On  the  granite  facade  of  the  massive  Archives  Building  in  Washington,  D.C.  is 
emblazoned  this  motto:  "THE  PAST  IS  PROLOGUE".  In  this  building  are  preserved  the 
historical  records  of  the  United  States  of  America.  The  records  which  are  of  most 
value  to  Genealogists  are  those  of  the  Bureau  of  the  Census. 

Francis  Bacon  156l-l626,  English  Statesman  and  Philosopher,  is  the  author  of 
this  quotation:  "Knowledge  of  kindred  and  the  genealogies  of  the  ancient  families 
deserve  the  highest  praise.  Herein  consisteth  a  part  of  the  knowledge  of  man's  own 
self.  It  is  a  great  spur  to  virtue  to  look  back  on  the  work  of  our  lines". 

In  tracing  back  the  lines  of  our  families,  it  is  not  necessarily  the  purpose  to 
establish  one's  connection  with  an  ancestor  of  great  renown  but  mainly  to  learn  Just 
who  they  were,  either  great  or  humble,  and  to  know  all  we  can  of  their  lives,  times 
and  surroundings. 

Roger  Prichard  cl600-l671,  our  immigrant  ancestor,  may  have  come  over  in  the 
Grand  Fleet,  which  was  under  the  command  of  John  Winthrop,  in  1630,  but  certainly  not 
later  than  1636.  He  brought  with  him  his  wife,  Frances,  his  son,  Nathaniel,  and  his 
two  daughters,  Alice  and  Joan.  In  1651  his  wife,  Frances,  died  in  Springfield,  Mass., 
and  in  1653  at  Milford,  Ct.  he  married  Elizabeth  (Prudden)  Slough,  a  widow,  daughter 
of  James  Prudden.

There  were  several  Prichard  families  in  Mass.  Bay  Colony  before  l64o.  Captain 
Hugh  Prichard,  of  Broughton,  Denbighshire,  had  settled  in  Roxbury.  Sgt.  William 
Prichard  cl602-l675  was  at  Boston  l64o,  Lynn  1645,  and  North  Brookfield  1660.  He 
was  a  Sergeant  in  the  Massachusetts  Militia,  and  was  killed  by  Wimmeset  Indians  at 
North  Brookfield,  2  Aug,  1675;  during  King  Philip's  War.  His  son,  Samuel,  was  killed 
on  the  same  day,  and  in  the  same  battle,  Joseph  Prichard,  son  of  Roger  Prichard,  was 
killed. 

Roger  Prichard  cl600-l671  is  referred  to  in  the  book:  A  HISTORICAL  SKETCH  OF  THE 
FOUNDING  OF  SPRINGFIELD,  MASS,  in  this  quotation:  "Most  of  those  who  came  in  1636  were 
young,  unmarried  men,  but  of  the  few  who  were  already  married  and  were  accompanied  by 
their  families  were  Thomas  Menich,  Alexander  Edwards,  and  Roger  Prichard." 

Rev.  Henry  Smith  in  1640  was  sent  by  Governor  John  Winthrop  to  govern  the  new 
Jurisdiction  of  Wethersfield  and  Roger  Prichard  went  with  him  as  Collector  Officer. 

The  first  Will  probated  in  Wethersfield  was  that  of  Joyce  Ward.  Roger  Prichard  was 
a  witness  of  that  Will. 

That  Roger  Prichard  and  Sgt.  William  Prichard  were  brothers  has  not  been  definitely 
established,  but  it  seems  certain  that  they  were.  When  North  Brookfield  was  attacked  by 
the  Indians  on  2  Aug.  1675;  Sgt.  William,  his  son,  Samuel,  and  Joseph  Prichard,  son  of 
,  Roger,  were  killed.  It  is  apparent  that  the  two  sons  of  Roger  and  Elizabeth  Prichard  were 
living  with  their  Uncle,  Sgt.  William.  Roger  had  died  in  1671  and  Elizabeth  in  1674. 

The  Probate  Records  of  New  Haven  Co.,  Conn,  show  that  Samuel  Coley,  Sr.  and  Samuel 
Coley,  Jr.  were  appointed  to  administer  the  estate  of  Joseph  Prichard  lo54-l675;  and  to 
act  as  guardians  of  Benjamin  Prichard,  son  of  Roger,  who  was  then  eighteen  years  of  age. 
Ann  Prudden  had  married  Samuel  Coley,  Sr.  Ann  was  the  sister  of  Elizabeth  who  was  the 
wife  of  Roger,  and  the  mother  of  Benjamin.

T^ijs^jeigtire  work,  comprising  pages  I  to  VI  (except  III)  and  the  22  text  pages, 
was/edited  by  Dr,  Jaoob  Fritohard,  San  Jose,  California,  from  data  gathered  by 
himself,  together  with  reoords  furnished  him  by  the  four  others  named  on  Page  1* 
However,  the  records  furnished  by  the  undersigned  were  more  or  less  preliminary, 
and  incomplete.  Therefor,  in  view  of  the  voluminous  data  gathered  by  me  from 
both  public  and  private  souroes  through  the  years  1913  to  1920,  and  later  from 
1955  to  date  -  also  by  reason  of  several  century-old  letters  in  my  possession,  I 
have  deemed  it  important  -  and  I  hope  prudent  -  to  add  to  original  draft  the  next 
two  (2)  pages  IIIB  &  IIIC  entitled  respectively  "FUNDAMENTALS"  and  "ORIGIN  OF 
FAMILY  NAMES,"  Also,  for  similar  reasons,  I  have  added  supplemental  pages  7a,  7f,7g, 
7b,  7o,  7d,  and  7o  to  amplify  and/or  correct  original  pages  7  and  8* 

Seoondly,  due  to  numerous  up-to-date  family  reoords  lately  supplied  me,  I  have 
further  added  supplemental  pages  8a  &  10a  in  order  to  oorreot  and  amplify  original 
pages  8  and  10.  likewise  are  added  pages  11  a  and  12  a. 

A  further  motive  for  giving  a  more-detailed  aooount  is  not  only  to  bring  to 
light  some  of  the  aforesaid  voluminous  data,  but  also  to  preserve  for  posterity  a 
few  traditional  tales  that  have  been  handed  down  from  one  generation  to  another* 
Otherwise,  in  the  ordinary  oourse  of  events,  all  might  be  destroyed  by  those  un- 
oonoerned  -  the  like  of  whioh  has  often  happened* 

Y/ithal,  it  is  admitted  that  this  genealogical  attempt,  as  a  whole,  is  by  no 
means  oomplete  -  nor  oan  it  be*  Genealogy  is  unending;  like  the  brook  in  Lord 
Tennyson* s  poem,  bearing  suoh  title,  it  "goes  on  forever,"  Besides,  there  are, 
no  doubt,  many  lateral  lines  -  old  and  new  -  whioh  may,  or  may  not  ever  oorae  to 
light*  See  Dr*  Pritohard*s  remarks  ;o<rL  to^ct:  pago  ,  1  •  ,  : 

NOTE  that  in  the  main  text  pages  2  to  22,  the  male  and  female  members  of  a 
family  are  separated;  First  the  sons  and  their  lines  are  shown,  then  on  next  page 
or  two  follow  the  names  eto*  of  the  daughters* 

NOTE  further  that  both  Arabic  and  Roman  numerals  are  made  use  of  to  denote 
the  order  of  generation,  and  to  show  the  direct  line  of  desoent  of  individuals; 
e.g.,  1, ROGER 5  2. BENJAMIN, eto.  id*  I .ROGER;  II .BENJAMIN;  III.  JOSEPH,  eto. 

The  small  letter  "o"  (oirca)  appearing  occasionally  before  a  date  means,  of 
oourse,  an  approximate  date.

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FUNDAMENTALS, 


Genealogy  is  neither  history  nor  biography;  yet  to  liven  it  up  a  bit  one  must 
consider  the  contemporary  historical  backgrounds  of  the  looale  concerned,  and 
make  use  of  suoh  individual  accounts  as  may  be  discovered. 

It  is  New  England  Colonial  history  that  oonoerns  us  here-  more  particularly 
that  of  the  Massachusetts  Bay  Colony  whenoe  oame  the  original  settlers  of  Connecti¬ 
cut,  who  settled  Wethersfield,  Windsor,  Hartford,  Now  Haven,  and  Milford, 

1634-1638, 

History  shows  in  brief  that  the  Massachusetts  Bay  colonists,  headed  by  John 
Endioott,  settled  in  Salem,  Mass*  1629*  The  seat  of  government  was  soon  transfer¬ 
red  from  London  to  Salem;  thence  to  Boston*  John  Winthrop  was  eleotod  Governor, 
serving  intermittently  20  years  from  1630  to  1657*  Meanwhile,  due  to  oonfliot 
between  the  Puritans  (Nonoomformists)  and  Charles  I,  some  20,000  more  oolonists 
oame*  It  is  of  record  that  '’these  oolonists,  as  distinguished  from  the  Plymouth 
Pilgrims,  were  well-to-do,  and  as  a  rule  of  a  higher  sooial  class;  they  came  in 
congregations  under  the  lead  of  their  ministers  who  were  graduates  of  the  English 
Universities"  —International  Encyclopedia,  1912,  Vol*XIII*  They  were  almost 
wholly  Congregationalists;  a  few  Presbyterians  and  Baptists  with  them*  The  oolony 
was  in  a  turmoil  from  the  first,  owing  to  religious  narrowness  and  the  rigid  theo- 
oratio  government,  whioh  led  to  the  departure  of  many  individuals  and  families 
aoross  the  frontier  to  found  Conneotiout,  1636-1638*  Among  these  was  the  family 
of  Roger  Priohard* 

Other  documental  papers  unearthed  reveal  that  these  early  oolonists  oame  not 
from  any  one  oounty  in  England;  and  further  that  "Eastern  EngLandwas  the  cradle 
of  Puritanism;  yet  the  majority  of  these  immigrants  oame  from  the  southwestern 
part  of  England;  they  were  gentry,  farmers,  and  artisans  from  all  about •" 

In  1640  there  were  20,000  settlers  in  the  Massachusetts  Bay  Colony*  Thereafter 
for  a  hundred  years  not  so  many  oame  as  went  baok*  Nevertheless  through  natural 
growth,  the  population  of  both  Massachusetts  and  Conneotiout  had  increased  ten 
fold  by  1740*  A  further  item  of  interest  might  be  noted;  "The  year  1643  was  one 
of  hunger  and  want;  oorn  was  very  scarce;  paoks  of  howling  wolves  ooming  from  the 
woods  as  far  north  as  Canada,  killed  pigs  and  sheep,"  Settlement  aoross  the  wood¬ 
land  frontiers  -  whioh  were  then  only  100  miles  from  the  Atlantic  coast-  was 
further  retarded  by  Indian  inoursions,  oulminating  in  King  Philipp  War,  1675-1676* 
The  lives  of  many  of  the  original  settlers  \vere  snuffed  out,  including  some  of  the 
Friohards  and  Coleys;  see  main  text  page  1*  In  these  early  deoades  the  manufacture 
of  oasks,  pipes,  barrels  and  hogsheads,  as  well  as  the  weaving  of  woolen  goods, 
took  an  aotive  start*  These  activities  were  basioal  to  the  extensive  trade  with 
the  West  Indies,  just  developing* 

Genealogy  is  as  old  as  history  itself*  We  find  ancestral  traoings  in  the  Bible, 
with  some  biographio  accounts  of  the  principals  in  apt  ohapters.  Biography,  as 
already  stated,  lends  clarity  to  both  History  and  Genealogy*  In  this  connection 
it  would  be  well  to  oonsult  biographies  of  some  of  the  leading  men  among  the  ool¬ 
onists,  such  as  John  Winthrop,  John  Davenport,  Theophilis  Eaton,  Peter  Prudden, 
Roger  Williams  et,al* 
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ORIGIN  OF  FAMILY  NAMES 


Surnames  were  not  in  general  use  in  Great  Britain  and  Ireland  until  the  reign 
of  Edward  II,  1407-1427,  when  they  began  to  bo  established  and  regulated  by  Parlia¬ 
mentary  law*  The  nobility,  however,  long  before  -as  early  as  the  Norman  Conquest, 
1060-  had  formed  the  praotioe  of  adding  the  names  of  their  demesnes  to  their 
Christian  names* 

Most  surnames,  or  oognomens,  are  more  or  less  desoriptive  in  meaning,  being 
derived  from  numerous  oiroumstanoes  suoh  as  plaoes  of  residence,  occupations,  and 
personal  oharaoteri sties*  Many  are  patronymic;  e.g*,  in  Ihgland  suoh  Christian 
name  as  Richard  with  the  word  "son0  affixed,  beoamo  Richardson  for  tho  established 
surname  for  all  the  sons  and  their  progeny*  Likewise  that  variety  of  Surnames 
(patronyms  generally  ending  in  *  s')  took  shape  merely  through  the  possessive  forms 
of  proper  names;  e*g. ,  in  oase  of  a  father,  who  had  only  the  given  name  of  William, 
his  son  or  sons  were  known  as  William* s  son*  Later  both  the  word  son  and  the 
apostrophe  (')  were  dropped,  creating  the  sons*  surname  simply  Williams*  The 
Anglo  Saxons  made  frequent  use  of  the  patronymic  suffix  "ing"  (meaning  in  this 
sense  ‘like’)  to  oreate  some  of  their  surnames;  as  Birling,  son  of  Birl;  Atheling, 
son  of  Athel* 

In  other  parts  of  British  Isles  where  the  mother  tongue  had  been  Welsh,  Irish, 
Manx,  and  Sootoh,  (all  of  Celtio-Gaelio  origin)  the  same  results  v/ere  attained  by 
use  of  one  or  other  of  the  following  prefixes*  "Apu,  "0",  "Mo",  and  "Mao"  (each 
signifying  son);  for  example  apGriffith,  O'Neil,  McCormiok,  MaoDonald*  The  sons 
of  Englishmen  of  Norman-Frenoh  desoent  used  the  prefix  "Fits"  (son)  to  establish 
their  style  of  surnames,  to  wit,  Fitzsimmons,  Fitzmaurioe  eto*  In  this  oonneotion 
it  is  fitting  to  state  that  centuries  before  the  adoption  of  surnames  in  Europe 
proper,  the  Hebrews  had  established  surnames  (patronymics)  by  affixing  "Ben"  (son) 
to  their  given  names,  as  Ben-Adhem*  The  Arabs  did  the  seme  by  affixing  "ibn"  (son), 
as  Ibn-Hisham* 

At  the  outset  the  individual  Englishmen,  (when  he  had  not  already  aooepted  some 
desoriptive  surname  previously  asoribed  to  him  by  his  fellow  men),  had  the  right 
to  seleot  suoh  surname  as  he  chose  whioh  aooounts,  not  only  for  the  usual  sort, 
but  also  for  the  great  number  of  meaningless  and  fanciful  ones* 

The  devious  spellings  (and  misspellings)  of  surnames  -especially  those  of 
foreign  origin-  aooount  for  the  multitudinous  number  of  present-day  surnames,  as 
evidenced  by  page  after  page  of  your  telephone  directory* 

The  name  Priohard  (also  spelled  various  ways)  oannot  be  said  to  be  basioally 
Welsh,  beoause  its  root-word  "Richard"  is  neither  etymologioally  nor  phonetioally 
of  the  'Welsh  tongue*  It  is  as  English  as  English  is*  Only  incidentally  is  it 
Welsh  -  and  that  through  influence,  ooouring  in  this  manner-  The  names  of  sons  of 
Englishmen,  who  at  first  had  only  given  names,  like  Richard,  Rioe,  and  Horry;  and 
who  happened  to  be  inhabitants  of  Wales  or  of  bordering  counties  at  the  time  sur¬ 
names  become  in  vogue,  simply  followed  the  Welsh  usage  by  prefixing  "ap"  to  their 
fathers*  given  names;  thus  rendering  their  own  surnames  respectively  apRiohard, 
apRioe,  apHarry  whioh  eventually  by  elision;  for  convenience,  and  euphony,  beoome 
Priohard,  Price,  and  Parry* 

The  various  other  spellings  of  the  family  name  Priohard  to  read  Pritchard, 
Pritohett,  Priohat,  eto*  ore  "not  aooording  to  Hoyle*"  Nevertheless,  sinoe  these 
deviations  have  been  in  use  for  many  generations,  it  would  lead  only  to  oonfusion 
to  change  the  spellings  at  this  late  date  -  nor  is  it  known  that  any  suoh  idea  has 
ever  been  entertained* 
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COLLATERAL  LINEAGES 


LINEAGE  OF  JAMES  PRUDDEN  c1583-1648 


1.  JAMES  FRUDDM  cl583-l648  was  bom  at  Kings  Walden,  Hertfordshire,  England,  which 
was  the  ancestral  home  of  the  Prudden  Family  for  more  than  200  years.  He  married 

Sybil  Mitchell _ -1618  at  Kings  Walden  on  7  April  1608..  Sybil  was  buried  at 

Kingswalden,  27  May  1618.  They  had  two  daughters  of  record  but  no  known  sons.  The 
daughters  were  Elizabeth  and  Ann.  James  Prudden  with  his  two  daughters  and  the 
family  of  Rev.  Peter  Prudden  came  to  Massachusetts  Bay  Colony  in  THE  HECTOR,  which 
arrived  26  June  1637.  Later  James  and  the  Rev.  Peter  bought  land  in  Wethersfield, 
then  a  part  of  Mass.  Colony;  subsequently  they  settled  at  Milford,  Ct.  where  the 
Rev.  Peter  established  the  First  Church  of  Milford.  There  James  and  the  Rev.  Peter 
died  and  both  were  buried  in  the  Rev.  Peter  Prudden* s  garden.  For  more  details 
refer  to  THE  LIFE  OF  PETER  PRUDDEN,  by  Lillian  E.  ffirudden.

The  relationship  of  James  and  the  Rev.  Peter  Prudden  does  not  seem  to  have  been 
definitely  established  from  the  records  of  the  Prudden  Family  in  Kings  Walden. 

Most  of  the  early  writers  have  assumed  that  they  were  brothers.  In  a  letter 
written  3  April  1916  by  Katharine  Prichard,  a  competent  historian  of  Waterbury, 

Ct.,  is  this  quotation:  "Roger  Prichard's  first  wife  died  in  Springfield,  Mass, 
as  did  two  of  his  sons.  He  then  removed  to  Milford,  Ct.,  where  he  married  Elizabeth 
(Prudden)  Slough,  a  widow,  niece  of  the  Rev.  Peter  Prudden".  Lillian  Prudden,  in 
her  book  "The  Life  of  Rev.  Peter  Prudden"  states  that  James  and  the  Rev.  Peter 


were  brothers.

PRUD'HOME,  old  French,  a  wise  or  prudent  man,  a  discreet  man,  also  a  skilled 
or  expert  workman,  a  member  of  the  Conseil  des  Prud ‘homines.

There  is  a  document  in  the  Connecticut  State  Library 
entitled:  nA  Petition  to  the  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Connecticut"  which  sets  forth  a 
"Bill  of  Losses  sustained  by  the  inhabitants  of  Westmoreland  in  the  Battle  and  Massacre 
of  3  and  4  July  1778  in  Wyoming  Valley".  Jonathan  was  one  of  the  signers  of  that  peti¬ 
tion.  The  Assembly  on  the  Second  Thursday  of  May  1780  granted  reimbursement  to  280 
families  to  cover  part  of  their  losses  in  the  Wyoming  Massacre.  Among  those  granted 
pay  were:  Jonathan  Prichard,  Elisha  Scoville,  Jonathan  Scoville  and  Elizabeth  Tuttle.

once  that  she  "remenberod  in  childhood  of  hearing  various  and  wonderful  things 
which  were  the  fruits  of  his  voyages# "  -  this  from  a  letter  April  3,1916,  by  the 
Waterbury,  Conn#,  historian,  Katherine  A#  Priohard.  Incidentally  it  is  observed
